2. Segmented NIS Areas 

The chairman reviewed the progress made at the last two meetings 
in examining the report of the working committee on segmented NIS Areas. 

It appears desirable to accord to th© subareas th© stater® of new NIS Areas ' 
and to treat them is® an across --the -board manner. To do so, however, may 
require special treatment of certain area© for which there are unique require- 
meats. Examination of the working committee's proposals under Tabs A and 
B of its report has resulted ia general NIS Committee agreement. There still 
remain a few areas which require further examination. 

Th© Slat© review of f%§ areas included a discussion by the State 
representative om the requirements for a separate treatment of the Vatican 
in Chapters IV and V of NIS 17. 

Th© Army representative discussed the areas in terms of certain 
geographic considerations affecting subarea treatment, including the require- 
ment to handle Chapter II in accordance with subarea delineation. 

In reviewing th® proposed subareas the Navy member expressed 
concern that in their development too much weight had been given to the con- 
tributor's point of view. He felt that more consideration should be given to 
developing subareas from the standpoint of the user, who would be confused 
by any complicated breakdown of NIS Area®. H@ therefore urged that subareas 
be limited to those for which there were firm requirements. 
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F©£ tfcey air© sufficiently important to justify separate treatment. To satisfy 
tteio type of requirement the chairman suggested the possibility of developing 
a new NIS wait of production, to be called an Annex, along the following lines; 

’'Consolidated Chapters covering separate entities within a 
larger NIS Area, such as the Saar within NIS 13, may be separately 
produced as Annexes t© the Introductory Sections of the pertinent 2 5X6A 
Chapters on the larger area. Coverage of special ^Hp^itical 
isaffititetio^^^xample, would fee produced as the 'Section 50 
Amex on and identified as '50-X of NIS 13'. Scheduling 
and production of such .Annexes require the prior r@va©w and ap- 
proval of th© NIS Committee. 11
